Dear Sir: 


In the estimate for reconstruction of Bickford Bridge in 
Searsmont it was considered there would be no material change in 
grade and that the new center line would be at the upstream side 
of the present bridge. The structure would be of the concrete 
slab type with span length of 15 ft. and roadway width of 24 ft. 
between curbs. The approaches would be improved for lengths 
of 250 feet west and 150 feet east of the bridge. Traffic would be 
maintained over a temporary bridge. Under present conditions 
the estimated cost is $14,500.00, divided, State $7,293.50, County 
$4,350.00, Town $2,856.50. 


: An alternate estimate was made for a sectional galvanized 
corrugated metal plate arch structure, supported on low concrete 
abutments. The span length would be 18 ft. and the height 6 ft. 
9 in. To provide cover over the plates the grade at the bridge 
must be raised about 2 ft. For this type of structure, the esti- 
mated cost of bridge, approaches and maintenance of traffic is 
$12,000.00, divided, State $5,640.00, County $3,600.00, Town 
$2,760.00. 


At Ghent Bridge the present steel beams do not have much 
strength as they are not braced to each other in order to distribute 
the load. If this were done, they should be strong enough for a 
gross load of 14 tons, with proper floor maintenance. 


In the estimate for reconstruction of this bridge it was con- 
sidered that the alignment would not be changed and that the 
grade at the bridge would be raised about one foot. The abut- 
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ments would be jecketted with concrete and new wings built on 
the upstream side. The retaining walls on the downstream side 
would be capped. The superstructure would be of the concrete 
T-beam type with span of about 32 ft. and roadway width of 24 
ft. The approaches near the bridge would be improved and traffic 
would be maintained over a temporary bridge. Under present 
conditions the estimated cost of this work is $20,000.00, divided, 
State $10,820.00, County $6,000.00, Town $3,180.00. 

Traffic on this road is light, and the estimate for a one lane 
bridge with roadway width of 14 feet is $11,500.00, divided, 
State, $5,324.00, County $3,450.00, Town $2,726.00.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Another year of Public Health Nursing service, with its ever 
expanding program, has been completed. Much of the success 
of the program can be credited to the efficient work of the Health 
Committee. 


Under the Maternal and Child Health Program, 3 Child 
Health Conferences have been held. The total attendance of 
infants and pre-school children were 33. Physical examinations, 
immunizations against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, and 
smallpox were given by the attending physician. These confer- 
ences were well planned and conducted. An immunization pro- 
gram has been carried on in the school: 23 children were given 
protection against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and 
smallpox. 


The Department of Health and Welfare sponsored clinics 
have been available to the community. The X-ray, Pediatric, 
Crippled Children’s, Speech and Mental Hygiene Clinics have all 
served your community. 


Your Public Health Nurse has enjoyed her work in Searsmont.

An inspection of the proposed budget reveals that the expen- 
ditures on secondary tuition is nearly doubled that of this past 
year. This is the trend of the year and must be cared for as an 


unavoidable expense. 


Considerable repair was made at the North School this year. 
The woodshed was repaired. A new set of curtains was put up. 
The doors, stove, windows and seats were all repaired. The 
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foundation of the Village School has been given considerable 
repair and attention. The heating plant has been given minor 
but rather troublesome repairs. 


The state money under the new law was cut about 7% this 
year and we are due for a 5% reduction in our next year’s state 
school fund. We hoped that with the derivation of new revenue 
the state would forward some now on its full allotment. The 
failure of the state to do so simply means that the town must not 
only appropriate its own requirement but care for a part of the 
state’s obligation. We have been fortunate in having for the past 
year such superior services in our teaching staff. Few schools 
have fared as well. 


I am enjoying my new home with you and join with you in 
the burden of taxation.

An audit of the books and records of the Town of Searsmont 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 4, 
1952. The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and 
Tax Collector. 


The result of the examination indicated that transfers be- 
tween accounts should be recorded by journal entry rather than 
to clear through the Treasurer’s cash account. ) 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result 
of the year’s operations showed that expenditures exceeded avail- 
able funds by $517.78 and is summarized as follows:

Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, more 
particularly in the Charity, Unclassified, and Highway and 
Bridges accounts totaling $1,046.43, $814.69, and $784.37 re- 
spectively. The Department of Attorney General has advised 
that overdrafts are not permitted by statute, except in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities and then 
only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures, 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year, revenues increased 
$3,220.21 over the previous year. Expenditures for the same 
period increased by $4,119.27. The factors contributing to these 
differences were reviewed with no exceptions noted. The follow- 
ing is a summary of the differences as compared with revenues 
and expenditures of the preceding year:

It was ascertained from the records of the Town Clerk that 
the townspeople voted to transfer $500.00 of excise tax monies to 
the State Aid Road No. 4 account. It was further noted that 
there was no record authorizing the transfer of $1,490.09 of excise 
tax funds to the Snow Removal account or of the appropriation 
of $200.00 for Civil Defense. 

The unappropriated surplus of $4,312.15 at the beginning of 
the municipal year was decreased to $3,559.65 at the year end. 
This increase was attributable to the excess of expenditures over 
available funds of $517.78, and the creation of a reserve for losses 
on tax accounts amounting to $234.72. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. Revenues and expendi- 
tures were examined by methods and to the extent deemed neces- 
sary. Letters of verification were utilized to determine the 
correctness of tax and tax lien account balances; also, insurance 
policies and surety bonds were examined. 

Included in this report are various exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial position of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at February 4, 1952, and the result of its operations for the 
year then ended.

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STEUBEN SCHOOL REPORT 


You have been thinking about a plan of consolida- 
tion for the schools of your town for the past several 
years. You have been mulling over the arguments ‘“‘for” 
and “against” and no doubt, by now, have made up your 
minds one way or the other. 

The following changes would occur through consoli- 
dation. You would discontinue the high school and permit 
the pupils to choose their own school with tuition paid 
by the town; the Unionville and Dyer’s Bay school, 
rural schools with respective enrollments of 10 and 12 
pupils each, would be closed and the pupils transported 
to the village elementary schools. There would be two 
village schools, First: primary, at the present primary 
school building, housing grades 1-2; 3-4 with two 
teachers. Second: a grammar school, with two teachers, 
in the present high school building, housing grades 5-6; 
7-8: 

Whether you consolidate or not is up to you, the 
voters. The trend elsewhere is along this direction of 
combined school units and you may feel now is the time 
for Steuben to join the trend. I will remind you that school 
operating costs are going up and in most cases consolida- 
tion is less expensive. Invaribly, those who have con- 
solidated their schools in favor of fewer grades per 
teacher do not go back to the former plan. And, the 
bigger high school units are being accepted as better 
investment on dollars spent than the small two teacher 
- schools. 

If you favor moving along in the direction of con- 
solidation as is being done in community after community 
throughout the country, vote “Yes” to discontinue the 
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schools mentioned; if you favor a more for your money 
proposition on a smaller cash outlay, vote ‘“‘Yes” as above; 
if you want the boys and girls of your town to profit 
from better school planning, then vote ‘“‘Yes’’. 

However, if you are satisfied with the present 
arrangement costs, vote “No”; if you want to keep the 
school system the same as it is because of sentiment or 
tradition, vote “‘No’’. 

Your decision is not an easy one. May the best judg- 
ment prevail in the light of today’s problem and 
tomorrow’s responsibilities.
